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REMARKS 


1. PURPOSE : To reply to letter from Director, Defense Intelligence Agency 
concerning Middle East collection study. 

2. BACKGROUND : On 9 January 1974, the Acting Chairman of the Critical 
Collection Problems Committee (CCPC) sought DCI approval to develop an intelli- 
gence community strategy for all-source collection against identified intelligence 
gaps in the Middle East— to be based on the Key Intelligence Questions (KIQ). l 
replied on 17 January that this should be discussed with George Carver and that 

1 did not envisage the CCPC as the principal player in the KIQ process. On 

2 February, Director, DIA, requested DCI support for resumption of the study. 

This letter is in reply to Admiral de Poix. 

3. DISCUSSION, CONCLUSIONS : This response has been coordinated with the 

Deputy NIO for Middle East and Islamic Affairs. While the first area KIQ to be 
evaluated concerns the Middle East, with little emphasis on the Persian Gulf and 
North Africa, the latter areas will be addressed in subsequent KIQs. A separate 
CCPC study on collection would be duplicative of the KIQ process. 25
